Quick action needed by NSW Federation

an estimated 15000 spectators. Today a magnificent roof spans the centre of the area, but it will j 
all be demolished for housing. 


URGENT action is 
required from the 
NSW Soccer 
Federation, if it is 
to get a worthwile 
ground as offset 
for the forth- 
coming closure 
closure of the Syd- 
ney Athletic Field. 
The NSW Govern- 
ment has decided that 
the ground will be 
closed and redeveloped 
for high quality private 
housing, in conjunction 
with the 72 acre Syd- 
ney Showground site. 
The ground was 


home to the defunct 
Sydney City Soccer 
Club, and is now used 
by various lower divi- 
sion and youth league 

It is the most 
satisfactory ground of 
its kind for soccer in 
the city and inner east- 
ern suburbs area. 

Only a few years ago 
the ground was refur- 
bished and a first class 
grandstand created to 
provide cover for 2500 
people. 

NSW Federation 
general secretary Ian 
Holmes said: “The 
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loss of the ground will 
be a blow to soccer in 
an area where good 
grounds are in short 


“The only gain 
could be in the longer 
term, if funds from the 
sale are used as fore- 
cast to provide modern 
facilities we can use at 
Homebush Bay.” 

The NSW Amateur 
Athletic Association is 
the other major tenant 
of the Athletic Field. 

Secretary Clive Lee 
said: “We have 
negotiated with NSW 
Premier Nick Greiner 
for an upgrading of 
Hensley Field at Page- 
wood to replace the 
Athletic Field for the 
city end. 

“Control of that 
area will pass from 
Botany Council to the 
Department of Sport 
and Recreation. This 
can easily be done as it 
is Crown land. 

“We expect to get a 
major athletic facility 
at Homebush Bay in 
the course of time. 

“When the Athletic 
Field and Showground 
was taken out of the 
control of South Syd- 
ney Council it was 
handed to Sydney City 
Town Clerk Leon Cs 
ter as sole adminis- 
trator. 

“We anticipate that 
he will be the secretary 
of the body involved in 


the re-organisation 
proceedings. 

“No final decision 
has been make on all 
the changes, but we 
expect the whole deal 
to be put into place 
within the next year.”

I read recently of a 
South Australian player 
who could keep the ball 
up 2.000 times without 
it touching the ground. 

That skill will have no 
effect on™the game. it 
will not help that player 
become a better player 
for his team. 

If he made it hard for 
himself, say by kicking 
the ball high in the air, 
trapping it on his thigh 
then kicking it over his 
head, then catching it 
on his foot as he turned, 
then that would benefit 
him when he tried to 
control a difficult aerial 
ball in a game — that 
would make him a bet- 
ter receiver of a ball. 
which is one of the basic 
skills of soccer, a skill 
notoriously poor with 
Australian born players. 

The reason for this is 
that they have often 
spent much of their 
young years on full- 
sized soccer fields, 
mainly thumping the 
ball forward 
and chasing after it.

Charlton. probably 
England's most populir 
player ever. caused a 
buz whenever he had 
the ball at Old Trafford. 

I played at Old Traf- 
ford in First Division 
against the all conquer- 
ing Manchester United, 
when really i should not 
have been on the same 
field as these three, and 
the hum of expectation 
whenever Charlton got 
the ball was magnetic 
and inspiring. 

Yet Best was in front 
of Law and Charlton. 

He could do what 
they could do, but adi- 
tionally, like Maradona, 
he could beat a defence 
on his own. 

How sad that maybe 
the best player who ever 
put on a soccer boot 
only played eight sea- 
sons at the top, starting 
at 17 and effectively 
finishing at 25.

Canberra Croatia 
sees daylight 


CANBERRA Croatia has begun an experi- 
ment in Saturday morning training to 
“accustom the team to daylight,” assis- 
tant coach Steve Darby said. 

“It may sound a little strange, but at this time 
of the year our training is done under artificial 
lights, while virtually all our games are in day- 
light,” he said. 

“One of the aims of these sessions is to allow 
the players to try moves at training in the same 
light they have for games.” 

He and head coach Tom Sermanni used the 
first session to test some perceived weaknesses in 
Croatia's game plan. 

“We noticed that all the goals against 
(goalkeeper) Anthony Giannasca this season have 
come after the ball has been worked inside the 
penalty box,” he said. 

“So we devised a training game with the re- 
serves whereby the firsts play without a 
goalkeeper while the reserves, playing the 4-2-4 
formation, can only shoot when they get the ball 
into the penalty box. 

“This will-forced us to defend more aggressive- 
ly outside the box, at the same time highlighting 
any errors which allow the ball to be worked in 
close,” Darby said. 

Whether it was the new training regime or not, 
Croatia's defence looked solid as the team scored 
a recent 2-0 home win over Sutherland.

IN a season of extraordinar

But if there has been 
a heart-breaker for the 
Croatia faithful this 
season it surely came 
just 10 days ago as the 
home team overcame 
gutsy Wollongong City 
in Melbourne. 

If you saw the game 
live there was a split- 
second crash between 
Croatia keeper Mate 
Grgic and veteran 
George Hannah as they 
tried to stop Wollon- 
gong’s equaliser. 

It was only when 
Hannah was left wri- 
thing »n-the ground 
and was subsequently 
stretched from the 
park that Croatia fans 
feared the worst. 

On the replay the 
collision was a 
with Grgic 


leg, bowing the limb 
awkwardly backwards. 

And for 31 year-old 
Hannah that one mo- 
ment of bad luck might 
have cost him a finals 
dream. 

“The last time the 
club made the finals 
(1985) I was on the 
bench for both 
games,” a despondent 
Hannah said this week. 

“This time around 
I'd hoped I'd get a 
start for our finals 
matches, 

If he is fit Hannah 
will almost certainly 
realise his dream of 
playing in the finals 
following another fine 
season. 

But the question is 
whether he can pull up 
fit. 

The news on the in- 
jury isn’t as bad as first 
feared. 


Hannah has a dislo- 
cated knee and slight 
medial ligament dam- 
age and no operation 
is needed. 

“It was very painful 
though, I can tell you,” 
he said. 

“T guess I’m lucky 
that the leg didn’t 
break and now, if we 
make the finals, I'll be 
back — I’ve got my fin- 
gers crossed.” 

Hannah is set to miss 
the final two home and 
away games but said he 
would be “trying his 
darndest” to be ready 
for the play-offs.

Melbourne City would 
aim to bounce back 


SHOULD Melbourne 
City JUST get rele- 
gated this season, 
and it looks as if it 
might do just that, 
long-time suppor- 
ters will cry tears of 
blood. 


But spare a thought 
for Ken Knight and his 
five other co-owners of 
the club. 

The six owners have 
invested, says Knight, 
close to $1 million in the 
club since taking charge 
less than a Year ago. 

But instead of the 
celebration of the re- 
birth of one of Victor- 
ia’s most famous clubs, 
1989 might turn out to 
be one of the blackest 
seasons in the its 
history. 

One of the four re- 
maining NSL clubs to 
have played in the 
league since its incep- 
tion in 1977, Melbourne 
City JUST (formerly 
Footscray) is certainly in 
dire trouble. 

If you were framing a 
betting market in which 
teams will take the 
drop, it would be run- 
ning at equal favourite 
despite some gutsy 
efforts in recent weeks. 

At this stage Knight 
and Co. won't have a 
bar of all the gloom and 
doom talk, 


“Our team is 
fighting like tigers at the 
moment.” 

But for all the brava- 
do Knight is aware that 
the club could lose its 
NSL place. 

What might that 
mean to the men who 
have invested their 
hard-earned in NSL's 
perennial struggler? 

“It certainly will not 
mean the end, I can tell 
you that,” said Knight 
this week. 


“If it did happen and 
we went into the State 
League the club is 
strong enough to 
survive. 

“I don't have first 
hand experience but 
provided we keep a 
strong team we'll have 
enough support to fight 
our way back." 

The key to keeping 
JUST alive is the new 
social club at the Schint- 
ler Reserve. 

It was to be the big 
money spender since 
May, but a series of 
problems has meant 
that its opening is not 
due until the start of the 
next NSL season. 

NSL or State League 
next season, Knight is 
certain the social club 
will eventually help lift 
the club from the ranks 
of the also-rans. 

“We have a peculiar 
situation in that the club 
is sort of the focal point 
of the Yugoslav com- 
munity in Melbourne,” 
he explained. 

“A lot of people love 
this club and it’s well 
established, having 
been at Schintler Re- 
serve for 30 years.

Superteam to emerge in Cup 


THE 1990 World Cup could produce a new “world superteam”. 


For mine Italy. the 
Soviet Union, or Hol- 
land (if they qualify) 
have the best chance of 
becoming the new su- 


perteam"’ of world 
football. 
Down the years 


there have been many 
“*superteams”” 
national teams which, 
over a long period of 
time, served as models 
in that they greatly in- 
fluenced the football 
of their era, develop- 
ing it further in the 
process. 

They came up with 
new tactics, introduced 
new playing systems. 

These superteams 
were not always able 
to convert their 
supremacy into world 
titles but they left the 
game better for their 
efforts. 

Uruguay in 1924 and 
1928 won the Olympic 
goal medal in Paris and 
Amsterdam respec- 
tively before going on 
to win the very first 
World Cup in 1930. 

Suddenly football 
was no longer depen- 
dent on English role 
models, and Uruguay's 
initial success ‘in Mon- 
tivideo kicked off the 


rivalry between 
Europe and South 
America. 

The next decade be- 
longed to the Italians, 
winners in 1934 and 
1938 and also Olympic 
Winners in Berlin in 
1936. 


Then followed the 
Hungarians of the fif- 
ties — undefeated for 
a number of years, 
winning the gold at 
Helsinki in ‘52 and los- 
ing sensationally to 
West Germany in the 
1954 World Cup final 
in Switzerland. 

Pele'’s Brazil fol- 
lowed the Hungarians 
as the role models for 
us all to admire and 
attempt to imitate. 


Three World Cup 
successes in 12 years — 
1958, 1962 and 1970 
saw the Brazilians 
successful, artistic rul- 
ers of the world. 

The Dutch team of 
the seventies weren't 
as successful as Brazil 
but there is little doubt 
they influenced the 
world game with their 
“total” football. 

Unlucky runners up 
in 1974 to West Ger- 
many and 1978 to 
Argentina, the Dutch 
really haven't been re- 
placed by a world lead- 
er at this stage. 

They may very well 
go one better than 
their unfortunate 
counterparts of the 
seventies should they 
qualify for Italy. 


It is perhaps a little 
unfair to not mention 


Argentina, the winners~ 


in 1978 and 1986 as the 
new example for all. 
However like many 
I see Argentina's 1986 
win due to the efforts 
of a “superplayer™ in 
Maradona, rather than 
a “superteam™. 
Perhaps Argentina 
will prove me wrong in 
Italy next year. . .

— Defence 


Other than Brazil, 
who played a four man 
zone defence with an 
anchor man (defensive 
midfielder) in front of 
central defenders, the 
successful sides played 
with a sweeper and two 
marking central defen- 
ders, mainly five in mid- 
field, which give width 
in attack and support to 
the two front players. 
when required 
je midfield play- 
ers could defend as full 
backs or, vice versa, a 
full back could be 
pushed into mdifield as a 
winger. Brazil are still 


very adapt at attacking 


with their full backs. 

The modern defensive 
player is both good in 
the air, quick on his feet 
and very happy with the 
ball on the ground. De- 
fenders seem to be most 
vulnerable when con- 
fronted by midfielders 
who break 
run at them with pace 
when the ball get to the 
goal line. Most teams 
found it difficult to de- 
fend against free kicks

The former Man- 
chester United and 
Northern Ireland 
super soccer star cap- 
tured hearts during his 
Australian visit. 

He coached kids. 
telling them both how 
to play and to enjoy 
the game 

Here was the former 
boyfriend of three 
Miss Worlds, reputed 
golden playboy and 
soccer Star extra- 
ordinaire asking and 
answering trivial sport- 
ing questions in light- 
hearted banter with 
friends. 

With him were man- 
ageress and girlfriend 
Mary Shalita, Austra- 
lian tour promoter 
from Nordmende for- 
mer Marconi player 
Billy Millen and come- 
dian and co-host of the 
Best show, Joe 
Docherty. 

Best was at ease and 
no showpiece super- 
star.

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Lions bring Gamblers 
back down to earth 


PLANS for a Gold Coast National League bid received a major 
setback when the Gamblers crashed out of this year’s Ampol 
Cup with an inept performance against Lions at Southport last 


week. 

The cup holders 
turned in one of their 
worst performances in 
years to lose 2-1 to 
Lions in a game billed 
as one of the clashes of 
the season but resulted 
in a match devoid of 
quality. 

The Gamblers, who 
have floated the idea 
of an NSL bid in recent 
months, got off to a 
bad start when goal- 
keeper Daryl Edwards 
was replaced after just 
three minutes follow- 
ing a clash with Lions 
midfielder David Hun- 
ter during a goalmouth 
melee, Edwards later 
had 10 stitches inserted 
in a head wound. 

The early substitu- 
tion thwarted a pre- 
match plan by Gamb- 
lers coach Jim Selby to 
introduce his allowable 
two reserves at half- 
time. 

“Our plan was to 
hold them to half-time, 
then put on two fast 
forwards in the second 
half,” Selby said. 

The Gamblers fulfil- 
led the plan in terms of 
the scoreboard, with 
the two teams locked 
0-0 at the break. 

But the unexpected 
introduction of reserve 
keeper Eddie Dixon to 
the match meant only 
Andrew Brayshaw 
could be used in the 
second half. Striker 
Lee Hosier, touted in 
the past as a state 
selection hope, was 
left on the bench. 

Brayshaw did his 
part in netting the 
Gamblers’ goal with 
five minutes to go, but 
by then the match and 
a chance to continue 
their cup defence was 
all but out of the coast 
team’s grasp. 

The match, which 
had the potential to be 
a classic, was for the 
most part, a bore. All 
three goals were soft 
efforts, 

The Gamblers failed 
to show their re- 
nowned attacking flair 
which allowed Lions to 
cruise through the 
match. *‘They didn’t 
play well, we played 
worse,” Selby said. 

For Lions, the win 
was the answer to

With the pending downgrading of Oceania to a 
region instead of a confederation, Vessey has been 
adopting a low key approach to securing Austra- 
lia’s football future within Asia. 

It seems that FIFA wants Australia introduced 
into Asia as it has brought Israel into the Euro- 
pean fold. 

‘The ASF recognises that there is strength with- 
in the Asian Football Confederation. If Australia 
stayed within Oceania then it would be in with 
New Zealand, Fiji and Papua New Guinea to all 
intents and purposes, with the transfer out of 
Israel and probably the weak Chinese Taipai. 

If Asia accepts Australia (and New Zealand) the 

“smaller island states will still receive FIFA assist- 
ance to develop. 

Australia would come up against some better 
class nations, but much depends upon how the 
Asian Confederation, already with 35 members, is 
structured. 

Some of the countries around the western Paci- 
fic rim are not strong although others are. 

There could be better prospects in sponsorship 
and television cover if Australia is close to the big 
timers, with Japan the leader in this field from the 
commercial int. 

‘Australia has to see that, as well as joining Asia, 
it retains and improves its connections with 
Europe, Britain in particular, and, of course, 
New Zealand.

“There have got to 
be more state games 
either under origin or 
resident rules, because 
Tepresentative matches 
are the breeding 
ground for our future 
Socceroos.

Rain causes confusion 


BY JOE DI MEGLIO 


WITH the continuous rain in Sydney 
over the past three months, the NSW 
State and Federation league clubs face 
the dilemma of having matches resche- 
duled, then postponed for the second 
time. 

It hardly seems that the NSW Soccer Federa- 
tion should be under the hammer from the clubs, 
even though they unfortunately have played only 
a quarter of their match roster this season. 

Club officals have to consider that local coun- 
cils have closed grounds for up to five weeks, and 
teams are finding it difficult to even train on the 
grounds available to them. 

Clubs are lining up to use Valentine Park at 
Parklea, but observers advise that even there the 
playing surfaces are often unusable. 

Another problem not realised is that a number 
of youth league clubs share grounds with Federa- 
tion league teams, and over use of grounds 
makes it difficult for the juniors to play on the 
weekend. 

Teams might be frustrated by the postpone- 
ments, but the NSW Federation has to consider 
such matters as the availability of referees, the 
other Youth League competitions and the local 
councils, which all combine to create a big 
headache for the organisers. 

The Sydney Athletic Field for example is 
booked out for the next four weeks from Tuesday 
through to Sunday 

Teams which have the use of the ground in- 
clude Waverley (State League 2)> Concordia and 
Rosebery Portugal (Federation League 3), and 
Maccabi Hakoah (Federation League 6), with 
Sydney Olympic Youth League at the weekends, 

The ground has inadequate lighting for the 
week night matches, and it isn’t even certain that 
referees will be available on the night. 

Gladesville Hornsby (State League 2) have 
been forced to move from flooded Pioneer Park 
to share the rest of the season out at Francis Park 
with Blacktown United. 

It's a disastrous season, and clubs should real- 
ise how hard it is to find a ground suitable for 
soccer when they are currently more in a state for 
swimming. 

No doubt the Federation has made some mis- 
takes with the re-arranging of matches, but it’s no 
use complaining. 

Only too often the Federation re-schedules 
games, only to have it rain during the week, and 
the match is off two days before it is scheduled to 
be played. 

With this sort of confusion evident towards the 
end of the season — and clubs not even having 
completed the first round of matches — co- 
operation and patience between clubs and the 
Federation is needed to obtain the best possible 
outcome from this disastrous season
